Largest Herd 0 f Dairy Cattle In

There is now a herd of one thou¬ 
sand head of Holstein dairy cattle 
on the Manitoba dairy farms at 
Marcliand. on the Canadian Nation¬ 
al Railways southeast of Winnipeg.

Sir Esme Howard, British Ambassa¬ 
dor to U.S., Addresses San 
Francisco Audience 

A pica for continuation of friend- 
relations between the United! 
States and England, which have ex¬ 
isted for more than 100 years, was 
made by Sir Esme Howard,' British 
ambassador to the U.S., at a banquet 
tendered him by the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce.

Nurses the Back Bone of Pub¬ 
lic Health, Says Dr. Routley 

‘The well trained nurse is the 
backbone of public health,” said 
Dr. F.W. Routley, Director of the 
Ontario Division of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society, recently, when 
addressing the Women’s Canadi 
Club in London. “Shu is the link 
between the scientific processes ofj 
public health measures and the 
public that has to use them ” 
then told of the public health nurs¬ 
ing courses which are now estab¬ 
lished in six Canadian Universities] 
through the efforts of the Canadian 
Red Cross; of the institution of 
travelling tuberculosis clinics; 
the nation-wide instruction in home 
nursing classes through which, 
the past four years, over 11,000 
women have received this valuable] 
training and he expressed the opin-l 
ion that in a few years’ time this 
study would be added to the ordin¬ 
ary school curriculum for girls. 

In speaking of the Outpost hos 
pit&ls, so many of which are now 
being operated by tbe^JRed Cross 
throughout the frontier portions of 
the Dominion, Dr. Routley paid] 
tribute to the magnificent services 
of the nurses in these institutions 
and referred to the need for health 
education of school children through 
the Junior Red Cross or other 
agency because, “the production of 
a health conscience in every child 
in Canada would go a long way to¬ 
ward wiping out the worst of our 
preventable diseases.”

OTTAWA, May 13—The long 
delayed investigation of the trans¬ 
portation costs of eastboiThd Alberta 
coal will open in Ottawa oh June 7

The gen¬ 
eral freight rates inquiry, however, 
took precedence in the schedule of 
business before the commission and 
the length of the hearing made 
cessary the postponement of the] 
coal case until the present tim^.
